Versailles.

Tho scene at today's session of the 
peace congress when the terms were 
presented to the German 
delegates, 


was impressive. The entire half hour 
which it took Count Brockdorff-Rant- 
zau to deliver his.' reply to Premier 
Clomenceau was a period of tense- 
ness. 
Ho remained seated during the 


time he. was talking. 
The speech was translated sentence 
by sentence by the interpreters, who 
did.not fail to bring out with lull em- 
phasis every sharp .phrase in it and 
the three allied statesmen put their 
heads together 
in evident anger at 


moro than one of the German spokes- 
man's cutting utterances. 


Session Closed. 
When the German plenipotentiary 


had finished, Premier Clemenceau put 
the customary "phrase: "Has anyone 
further observations to make?" When 
there was no response hec ontinued, 
"I then declare the session closed." 
The allied ttrlumvirate remained af- 
ter the German deleg-ates had left for 
a half hour discussion. 
The scene within the hall during- 
the ceremony had none of the pomp
